Q: TUa Letry sufige^ted thit you/ book wm originally cenaored and pulped because of 
references to Uary Plnehot Meyer, Do you feel that way and can you tell us a little bit 
about Kary Meyer? 

A Mary PlnchoL Meyer was the sJster of Ben Bmdlee's second wife. Tot^ PUichoi. She was a 
very bcauiiTul, talented anial who was hvmg in Washirtglort in the early sixties and she was 
Ihf lover. 1 would soy Ihe princlpRl lover, nrilolin Kennedy, who was Pmsldenl of the L'nlled 
Slates. He was supposedly very much in love with her and waolKl lo divorce Jacluc and marry 
her. The Ttmothy Uaty connection Is interesting because at that Umc in the early slxurs there 
was a group ol society'type womcc in Washington who thought that if they could gel men In 
power involved In mind-altering drugs Ihey could see iltc world in a diTZcrent way and this 
would end Ibe Cold War ar^ end aO warfaie. It was a very ambitious plan and a lot of them got 
ihetr marijuana and LSD from Timothy Leary, who at that time was a professor of psychol^y 
at Harvard and had access ic these dnigy which at Um( t«nr were very expeiuncntoi and they 
wer? going around In a lot of the elite circles. It didn't have the same connotation that 11 has 
today of the hard siulT. of the cocaine and the heroin, this was all very beautiful and mind* 
expanding type sLiiCT. So she was involved with Kennedy and they used Lo supposedly smoke 
mait|uana together in Kennedy’s bedroom and I think Leary said that she also gave him LSD. 
although I couldn't swear to lhai. Anyway, she goi murdered. Slie was murdered a year after 
Kennedy dkd. Kennedy was killed in November and Mary Meyer was killed in 1964. She 

was walking hrr dog Iti Cecirgetown through a wooded area and alie was atabbed lo death. And 
they never found the killer Some young black man was put in Jail for ten rnonlhs. held over 
until his trial and then he was acquitted because there was no evidence. And they've never 
found the killer, but people who have investigaled the case say that U bad all the earmarks of a 
professJociaJ assassination, 

A; She wai. of course, married to Cord Meyer, who wai an Intelligence agent. 

A She had been. She was divorced from him at the lime she was with Kennedy but that 
was...she had been with Cord Meyer In Europe when (bey were bring. He was involved tc a lot 
of coiinter-esplonage over in Europe and she wjs stipposedly a securiiy risk because she 
tended to fall In Icwe with handsome men and hove oflaim with handsome men and she had an 
aflair with one Italian count who was supposedly an Intelligence agent and this coiisULuied a 
security risk. And 1 suppose that their divorce was pari)y caused by tlie gulf between them 
because he really just coukin t talk about his work. Anyway, she was a very talented painter 
and very charming and beautiful and Kenxvdy was in love with her. 

Q? Aaa so the wmy that h«r relstioBsUp with John KesBeOy «ii« hsodled by the prets*-er 
not fasAdled-and her death would be Just the tip of the Iceberg la regards to the whole 
way medlopolirics handled President Kennedy’s whole career, would It not be? And also 
the cover-up regarding his desthi That would aU kind of plug into that, would It not? 

A Yeah. It's all kind of part of one great big, giant society (hat Ihesf people have created for 
themselves where the most importam I King to them Is putting forward this myth about 

themselves that they are supremely moral. supr<niely powerful, all-knowing. all'Csriiigi lhal 
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Ihcy'H take care vf the rcsl of us and anything that IhQr do tliai is quesilonable the/ iry lu 
cover It up because (hat would...you tnt^l ask whv th^*ir so afraid ol having these things 
found abuul I hem because aher all nothing that anyune kniiws about them is going to take 
away their money, their power, their fnenda^ their mnuence or anything else, but it's a sens.e of 
they want to maintain tills myth about themselves because that's the only way that people will 
buy into everything else that they do. You know, the newspaper that they put out. (he whole 
aura that they create, lhai they arr the one who are in charge, not only in clurge of tbitgs. but 
should be in charge, and ii's because llieyre moraOy and intellectuaUy superior to the rent d 
us 

Q: Let's talk a btt sboat whst exactly bappeoed to year book. The first edition came out 
In the late seventies, right? 

A. 1979. November 79. 

Q: And It was pulped before It was distributed? 

A No. It was dlstiibuied and they recalled ii from the bookstores and shredded the enUxe 
prim run of twenty live Ihousaiid copies. A few copies lhal had been sold out of the bookstiores 
and had gotten into private hands in the six week period before it was recalled, those books are 
still around and they arc very valuable Hie last 1 heard they were going for sixty dollars in 
used bookstores 

But the book came out in November *79 and right away there was an orchesiruced 
attack on It by the people that have reason to try to ma^ common cause with the Post. The 
Post itself didn't atiack me. They didn't need to. They had people do a for them. Darid Ignauus. 
who Is now (he foreign editor of the Washlnglon Post, was a young, ambitious reporter at the 
Wall Street Journal at that time, He did a very, very nasty, damaging piece ubuut my bixik 
There's a way i hat. if any of your au dlencc have read I he new pa perback ed 11 Ion of Siien t Coup. 
It describes Ihe same process going on for that book In the back there's an appendix lhat talks 
about the campaign against Uiai book. And they're so aiucii alike, so much the same what 
happened to me. Because they start this thing about 'errprs* ui the book Hits is like the w'orst 
Liung you can say about s book, rigbi*^ 

9: Right. 

A *EbTDrs* In Che book And then the authors: Who areihe/^ How do they know these things? 
They're outsiders, they weren t there the way we were, They'r&Jusi speculating and OK, this is 
about a 400 page book. Tliey named four errors. One ot them is that he got somebody's tiame 
wrong. Of course, the people who are accusing you arc lying, so they're not really erroi's to 
begin with. This la the same thing that happened vriih me. Errors in the book. Enure In the 
bo^. This was Uke a flag (hat was being waved. David IgnaUus did it m the Walt Sfrc«tJouimal 
piece and then Alexander Cockbum did 11 in the Vdki^ Votc^. su they were attacking me from 
the IcA and the right, right? 

0: You were right In the middle. 

A It was a non-parUsan attack on me because the attack canic from two people that weire tn 
diUerent places in the political spectrum. This was supposed to be an objective evaluation now. 

Q: So we can assume that the authort of Silent Cotg) were on to aometblog tben» If the 
powers that be want to do away with the book. Silent Coup U...um 1 misuken In calling 
It ■ pro-rnxon book? Isn’t Ibe Usue here, whit they're afraid of. Is the story of^fUon's 

real Call from power as opposed to tlie way U was played In the media? 

A I don't think that chaxacteriaing 11 as a pro'Nixon book is very useful because It's like the 
rationale Alexander Cocikbum used for attacking the movie JFK because it 's trying (o tiring 
back Cametol. i mean, that is son of irrelevant. There is some merit to wanitrig to kiiOK' the 
truth without having to say that it's furihcrlng another agenda. 
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9: Right. TlMt'9 vby I'm Myiog that bo't the real atory, the thing the powen-that*be are 
afraid of la the real reasoa Nixon wax mo out of office, from whatever perspective you 
want to put on It. 

A Well. diHerenl people have dlfTerent motives. The mottve of the Was/um;(on Pos^ In allscklng 
Stient Coup was to protect the reputation of Bob Woodward because his reputalioii Is what has 
rcufiird the Cost and Woodward end a number or people oesoeiated with Him many ntilUons of 
doOars sUicc then in boolv and movies and inflated saJancs. you know i don't think the Post 
cares why Nlxun w«a brought down, ! don't think that that's what their interest is. Their 
interest is in closing ranks around Woodward and saying you can t. you know, qucsllon our 
goMen boy becauBV if you question our golden boy. that means thsl the greatness of the 
iVoshinglon Post is all a lie. 

9: IL«t'x question the golden boj • bit. Can you tell os what yoo know about Woodward^ 

A Bob Woodward has consistently hed about his background ever since the first Umc ar^body 
started aaking who this person is. He came from Wheaton, tUlnois. His fdOier was a Judge He 
Joined the Navy and became a communications omcer in the Navy, which is. it's not Naval 
rmelligence per sc. Naval InieUigrnce ts a separate organisation, but what it does, what 
communlcatinns oflkers do, they are at the very highest kwcl of receiving coded and top secret 
infomiatJoii from around the world and they get it before any1>ody else does and It's up to them 
to relay this information to the people in power In Woodward's case, fust he was in the Nav)* 
serving somewhere In CaliforrUa for four years. At (he end of hia term In four years he was in 
California, before that he was on a ship I believe He a never said whai he was doing in 
Cailfomta. He just won’t lalk about it. But you remember that this was tiie time ol the. the 
heigh I of (he anb^war movement and there was a domestic counter intelligence operation going 
on cafled Operation Chaos, which was coordinating army, navy and FBI and CIA mteUigcoce on 
the aoU war movement, spying on leaders and w on. tiylng to find foreign influence. And 1 

beUeve (hot this Is what Woodward wus involved Ui at that llnie. So after hla four years were 
up, he was eligible to leave the Navy having completed his service but Instead he rc cnliMed fur 
aiioihcr year and he came to Washington and be started working In a Ipp secret Naval unit 
inside the Pentagcci. Actually, they went between the Pentagon and the White House. Tlils was 
during the first years of Ntxon's presidency. And I believe that a( this time he started working 
directly with Richard Ober. who was ihe depu^ chief of counterinlelllgence under James 
Angleion. lie was ihc one who was running Operation Cbaue and I believe that he was tbe one 
who was Deep Throal. 1 disagree with (hose people in Sdent Coup, although it hardly matters 
who exactly it was because 1 know Woodward h^ many sources But the point is that al this 
time he waa gelling top secret ugonnaiion. He vms briefing the Joint Chiefs of Staff, be was 
bneflng (he National Security Council and he was briefing Aiecander Kaig. who was Nixon's 
Chief of stall. And he was right in ihe very, very center of the Nixon Whue House in terms of the 
Infoimatioo that was being conveyed and the people he knew. After that, he decided for some 

n^sicfioux reason thdt lie wanted lo be a repurter and he went to the Post and ihc Ftsl has 

thousands of applications a year of experienced reporters, most of whom never gel in. Bui 
instead they took ilus guy who couldn'i write, who bad never been a reporter in his life and 
they said. ’You have to learn how to wrlir better so go work on Ihe suburban paper for a yeur 
and then wc'U hire you.* Now I don’t know how they decided that he was somebody they 

It didn't have the same connotation that it has today of the 
hard stuff, of the cocaine and the heroin, this was al) very 
beautiful and mind-espanding type stuff.

A; Bemsiem was coming from a wnoie diiTereni place He wi*A a vmy nirwird iiji persoa you 
know, had a lot of trouble keeping hla Job at (he PdsL He would uiwuy* lull mt the job. 

stay up all night and miss deadlines and he was Just o mene And il d wrirtTi for Ihc 
newspaper gullrl niley ahmit not firing reporters. Ur would Uhvt Iktii flipd n iitrig lime Ago Bui 
he had a sense about politics. He still does. He had a very good smiu* nUnJl pnlitirA and he 
hated Nixoa because during the McCarthy era. when Nixon wnw a i luigirMiiiaii, he had 
experienced, hts tamlly. his father and nioiher, who were rery Irfl wUig. hml ex|»frieiured a lot 
of persecution during the McCarthy era. And so he associated NiX'in wiiu this Aint lie had his 
own reasons for wanting to do a story that he thought might lend in eRiioaiiyt Nixon and 
bflnglng down Nixon, i donl know. Il's a very strange frlendalihi There** * lot iif tension 
between them xnd t)iere*s a very strong bond between them Ucrouiie en^’h of Ihnti nwes Ihe 
other one the fact that (hey are now mllTlonalres and can get book ctiiiUai I* (m ony amount of 
money they want. So J don't think ll occurred to Bemsletn. These wrie |u*l Iwu |i<ys working 
together. 

^ Let's get back to Bea Bradlee. 1 know part of *tut*a to the t»uuk and pail uf what 
upset those foreea that eaused the withdrawal of its first pubUcailoii 1* wbst you've said 
about Bea Bradlee and bla coanectloo to the Ethyl aod Jullu* Kuceiibarg trial. Caa you 
talk about that a bit? 

A Yea. Well, in the first edition, which was the one that was rrtuillnl iimi ahiedded. I IcAikrtl In 
btate L>eparcineiit lists for *&2 and 33 when Bradlee was serving ha n im’iw uiiurtte auppoardly 
in the American eoibassy k) Paris. This was during the Marsliall i'Inn whi*n I hr ihutad States 
over In Europe bad hundreds of thousands of people making t\u liiirii*ivf efTori lo keep 
Western Europe from going Communist. Bradlee wanted lo be pmi ol tlVHi efTuft Mo he was 
over In the American embutsy In Paita and the embassy list had IhrHr kttria after hta name 
that said USIE. And l asked the State DepartnienL this nieunt nnd ti «Mld United States 
Information Exchange. It was the forerunner of the U51A. the tfniirf] ^laiee InformBtlon 
Agency. It was the propaganda aim of the embassy. And I said. 'Well, whtii did Lltia group d07* 
They produced propaganda that was then dlss^mated by the riA nit ovri L^iiropr. They 
planted newspaper stones, they had a lot of reporters oo their payir>lU. ihry mill in rly would 
produce stertea out of the embassy and give them to Lliese reporters and ilii-y wviUl Appear in 
Ibo papers in Europe and this would be. . It's very important lo undriwlHiid how Inllurnlliil 11 
Is, h ow inf) urntla) newspaper stories are to people becau s< this Is w U* i |ir< i p le | h It ik of os (heir 
essenlla) source of bets about what Is going on. They don't qucaliaii ii and cvni i( lliey do 
question it. (hey have nowhere else to go to find oul anything cIsC' bo liniiller wa* involvi^ In 
producing this propaganda. But at that point in the story I didni know pxjm iIv wiiui he was 
doUig. I published the llrsl book Just saying thai he worked fox UHIK ami ihni ibis agency 
produced propaganda for the CIA. Well, ac^yway. he went lotally rra^ey uhn Hie iKWtk raine out 
and be went... one person lokl me knew him then that he wun goii^ till u\> mi id down the 
East Coast having lunch with every editor he could think of saying iIkiI ii was not true, he did 
not produce any propaganda. And he attacked uk vicioustv uikJ hr h«iI<I iiiui I had falsely 
accused him of being a CIA agent. And the reaction was totally mil ol (lll•))ot<iorl lu what I had 
said, 

0; Tou make « guod point Ia tbe book ttuit other people who have hid ■liullar kladx of, i 

doa't eves know If yon want to call them iceuaatlons. but reports thit they la some way 
cooperated with the CIA In the fifties, thst the tinea were different end people were 
expected to do that kind of thlag out of a seose of patriotism sod they kind of blow It 
oO. 
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Bob Woodward bas coaslstcDtly lied about bis background over 
since tbe Urst time anybody started asking who this person is. 

A That's nghl. People say. yeah, this a vrh.aL 1 dtJ lMK;k Uic:u yuu kuuw. bul bradJee docaul 
wajit to be dePned that way because. J don'l know, somehow he thinks it'sjual teo revealing of 
him. of who he Is. He doesn't want to admit a irue fact about his past because somehow he 
doesn't want 11 known that ihls is where he ramf from. Because this is the beginning of his 
joumallsUc career. This Is how he made U big. 

Q: And that sen^UTlty to that reveals a lot about hti ongolag moUvet la working with 
the prBM. wouldn't jou uy? 

A Yes> absolutely. Anyway, subsequent to ay book being shredded la 1979, ear^ 1960» 1 got 
some documents through ihe rreedom oflnTonnatlon Act and they revealed that Bradlee had 
been*'he always claimed tbai he bad been a tow level press flack ffi the embassy In Pans, just a 
press Pack, nothing more. And these documents that I got from the State Department revealed 
that he had been the person who was running an entire propaganda operation against JuUus 
aiul Ethyl Rosenberg lliai coveivd forty countries on four cuxiUneiiis, Aj^d the pujpoae of Ihla 
operation was to...JuUus and Ethyl Rosenberg had already been convicted of being atomic spies 
and they were on death row walling to be executed. And the purpose of Bradlee's propaganda 
operation was to convince Ihe Europeans lhat they rtaUy were spies, they really had given the 
secret of the atomic bomb to the Russians and therefore th^ did deserve to be pul to death. 
The Europeans, having just very few yoars before defeated HtUer. were veiy concerned that the 
United Stales was going fascist the way Ihetr countries had And (his was a very real fear to (he 
Europeans. They saw thcoame lUuig happertlng in the United States that had happened in 
ihdr own countries. And so Bradlee's job. by usU^ the Rosenberg case to say no this isnl whai 
you think it ts. these people really did this bad thing and they really do deserve to die and 11 
doesn't mean that the UnUed Slates ts becoming fascist. So he had a very key role In creating 
European public opinion and It was very, very Important. ITtis was the key Lsaue that was going 
to determine how the Bunipcans feU about the United States. Some of the documents lhat I 
had ^owed him writing leiters lo the prosecutors of the Rosenbergs saying T'm working for the 
head of (he CiA in Pana and be wants loe to come (tad look at your fUcs.” And this kind of 
thiog, So In the second edition, which came out In L987. I reprinted Qiose documeals. ihe 
actual documents, the readers can see them and it’s got hla signature and lUs very, very 
Interesting And he subsequently has said nothing about it at all. He won't talk about it aD. He 
won't answer any queationa about It. So 1 guess the point about Bradlee Is that be went from 
this Job to being European bureau chief for magazine and he went right from there 

to (he executive editorship of the Post So this is how he got where he is. It's very dear line of 
succession. 

Qi And Phillip Gtaham'a aiaoclatlon with Americas Istetllgence would parallel at leaat 
Bradlae'a. eorvect? in Cact. la a Urae way ha wm the arebltaei of thU hiad of arm'la-arna 
felitlovabJp of the preaa with lAteUigonce. waaa’t he? 

A Yes. well. Phillip Crah&m was Katharuie Graham's husband, who ran the PmI in the fifties 
and he commuted suicide in 1963 and that s when Kaihanne Graham took over He was close 
frieods with Allen DuUes and Phil Graham, the paper wasn't doing very weU for a whUe and he 
was looking for a way to pay foreign coirrspondcnta and Allen Dulles was looking for a cover. 

Allen Dulles was head of the ClA back then and he wae looldng for a cover for some of his 
operatives so Chat (hey could gel In and out of places without arousing susplclort So (he two of 
them hu on a plan; Allen Dulles would pay for the reporters and they would give the CIA the 
infonnatloa that they found as web as giving (t to the Post So be helped to develop (his 
operation and It sub^quently spread to other newspapers and magaalncs. And It was called 
Operation Mockingbird. This operation. I believe, was revealed fcpr the Rrat time in my book. 

Q: To gst hack to Phil Craham (or a vnbiuta. *rhrra ara two things that Td Uko to bring np 
about him; first, he eopported Alger ilUSi first, fight? And ht filp«flopped oo that laaae? 
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But be «t lo££<rbeads vlth NUon oo tbat nnd tbet vma the beginning of tbls kind of 
lUe-loa£ enziiKj between Nixon end the Foxt. 

A Yes. lie supported Alger Hiss largely because he had been a Supreme Coun Uw clerk for 
Justice TtUx Frankfim Prankliift felt very su^ngty that Kiss was mnocenl. Hiss was aeatsed 
of spying also. Qul PhU was Interested In being a wnh-U kind of guy. very modern, up to the 
uunuie. Involved tn the thinking of his Umes. So the Ihinking of his times was the Cold War 
and was anti-Soviet srrd gci att the domestic spies and this was. he eventually gave in to ihis 
way of Ihinking artd with the maJorUy of hJa fnends and associates thinking if Kiaa wasn’i a spy 
himself he should at least be nude an example of because there were spies among us, as w« 
&iy So he was Uisirumrtital in that, but before he dtd Lum around on Hlas, 1 believe he 
accused Ntxon of excesses in trying lo pro«eeutt Hiss because Hiss was one of the. Ahe Kifia 
rase was how Nixon made liw reputslKifl as an ar)ti*Communlat and as an irnportani nalinnal 
political figure Arul he was the obc who was runrung around screaming about Hiss and so Phil 
Craliani crtticised Nixon for this. And Nixon takes things like that very personally and be never 
forgot it. So when he became president a number of years laler. Phil Graham was dead. 

Kplhanne waa the heatS of the Washington Post and she made her usual overtures to the 

Incumbent president, you know. *Come over, get to krww my editors. I ell them how you want 
your stones covered.* And Nixon, instead of accepting it. he rejected li because hr was still 
angry about what happened flAcen years ago. So he rejected her ovcHures and then for her 
own reasons. 1 guess she had nothing to lose by going sUter him You see. everybody that was 
involved in that Watergate investigaiton was doi^ U front their own penipeciive. Woodward was 
doing It from the Naval InieUlgencc pnaperitvr, Denisteln was doing li from thr perspective of 
being s reportrr who finally wanted to do a story ihat would gel him out of his suburban 
courtroom beat Kathannr Graham wanted to kc^ Ben Bradlee happy and UradJee had his 
own sources of informallon about, you know. Nixon Is going lo be brought down and you*re 
going lo be the one to do tl. And she dldnt care because the hated Nixon by that time If she 
had had a close fnendahlp with Nixon, if Nixon hadn't rejected her fnendshtp, she would have 
proiecied htm the way lhai she had protected Reagan Recauae notie of ihoae Hcagan scandals 
ever got pumued by Ihe hut the way ihe Nbcon scandals did. In ttci. one of the /Inti Ihlngs lhal 
ihc people did when Reagan got into office was to make friends with Kathuine Graham 

nnd that was precisely for that reason. They decided Hut NacKy should be best (ncrtds with 
Katharine Graham and they did u *niey got her over there, they met her. they had her mvticd 
over lo the Wluie House, they just did th these things. And notmng bad about Reagan ever got 
in the Post unless It was socnewliere else hrsi and they just had to do It lo show that (hey were 
situ s legitimate newspaper Oul they never broke any Mortes on Reagan that were damaging 
and he soiled through el^l years looting as good as she could keqi him luoklug. 

Before we get too Car from PbU Gribam. Td like to talk a Little bit mors about bU 
suicide. Ccttlog back to that artick that Leary wrote, be seemed to suggest that there 
was a reason to believe that It could bava been sometblng more rhm auJclde. that there's 
no IndJcaUon or public record that Graham waao't done In. And that the 'suicide* 
happened shortly after this public event where Grmhsm was talking about the JFK/Mary 
ideyex liaison. Can you talk a Uttle hit more about that? 

A Yeah, there is continuing...PhU died (n *63 and il's now 1992. There's stUI continuing 
speculation, iwenty nine years later ihai he was oturdered. In my book. 1 wrote It as a suicide 
because that’s the way that tl’s been repreaeiued and 1 didn't have any independent knowledge 
of anything else If 1 were doing it today, or if I ever do another edition. I wlIJ probably expand 
on that and spend some tlnie investigating U and finding out whether there is any evidence that 
U wus murder. But there were a couple S reasons why R could have been murder. One is the 
one you meniloned. The people that were protecting Kennedy mighi have done It because of he • 
was a manic depressive. He was in and out of InsUtuUoos and he was very mentally unstable. 

A lot of that probably had to do with the fad that he mairied into a wealthy faintly He manted 
the boas’ daughter and they g^'e him the newspaper but they were watching every move he 
made. So he dtd not react well to ihai because Kaihanne Graham's father had owned the 
Wa£hinp(ivi Post He may have been killed for ihal reason, if be was killed. He may have been 
killed because he had a mbtress named Robin Webb, who was...by that (line he had moved oul 
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of Kailianue's house aiid he WHa Uvln£ >vtih Kobtfi Webb In another house and he was scLualty 
beliavtiig as tf they were ziianlcd. lie had dinner parttea aver Ihere with her and hiviled various 
merubera of the Wasblngion eULc (Tver there for dinner parlies and making It very clear that llns 
was the woman be preferred to KaUiarme.

I look at the Wosh^ton Posi and I 
see a Bob Woodward piece on rhere and 1 say. *Oh. OK", like when he did the soles on Disn 
Quayle.

prgbabiy than any story done bince Watergate. And H was Bob Woodward doing K. And

not just be a cipher for letting the politicians say whatever he wants through them. But these 
people tend to lose their access and the sourcea tend to get mad at (hem and not talk to IheTZ) 
anymore and start giving the good stuff lo reporters who will tell tt Ihetr way because, you 
know, ihey know that the reporters have a job and theyVe got lo HU a certain number of inches 
eveiyday or they're in trouble. You just don't have time to go running around, digging. Ihat's 
why 1 personsUy never really wanted lo be a reporter because I like to spend my time 
developing sLories for as long as It lakes.

They art also the ones 
that art In a very strong position to go against ihe grain if they really want to because they are 
fLxianctaUy tndepencteni and donl need lu be worried that they rt going lo lose iheir advenisera 
or lose readeia If they do something courageous once in a while. It's ironic because it's the very 
function of being so inside, and playing the game so weU and getting so much money and so 
much power that they can occasionally turn agai/isU the establishmenl and reaJly do something 
c ourageous If they onty wani lo. But they don't want to do U too oftea because &ey dont want 
to make a habit of U and they don't want to get a reputation of being like that. Alter the 
Watergate slortes. the lirst number of speeches Katharine Graham made were all about getting 
back 10 business. 5he didn't warn the Tcponcrs to ihuik thai ih^ were abvays going to be 
against the govemroenU lhai they were always going to eirposing poUllclans. That was her first 
concern. She dldn'l want to be like that ever again. That was It. That was an sberratlon. She 
wanted her reporters to understand that. And lo underline I his. she withheld a contiBri for 
three years, a Newspaper Guild contract, she made them work without a contract, no raises, 
made them very tidnerable to being fired or being biuved lo night assignments or out of town if 
they dJdnl do what she wanted in (he way of Just cooling 11 in terms of the way of antagonism 
to the powers that be. 

Q: Bad yoor book been glveo the push that they originally intended to give It in Its 
original edition, how dc yon assesi wbet hind of Impact It voiild have had back then. In 
the Ute aeveatlea. and 1 wasn't CsmIUar with the second edition. Tin not inie who 
published It or how well known It is. and this third editioft. the pohUaher Is Sheridan 
Square Press. The editions hare all been mnoh amsllet than they would have been bad 
there not been sucli a reaction to its original publication. 

The first piWUng was 25.000 and It 
was wld out before piiblicstlon And they were already into a second printing and II was a 
Uterary Guild aelection and It had a publisher in London and it had seven paperback houses 
bidding m it at the time they pulled the book of the market. And 1 think it would have bad a 
very big impact because It was the first book about the (ruth underneath ihe myth of the 
Washington Post which had come out ever since Walergalc. And these people were at the 
height of their power, the height of their ^amour and nob^y leaily thought twice about who 
these people were.

On Ociober 13. 1983. ii was aimoumed to world that carbo/i-daiing {C-MJ 
nrsullsfrom Lhefhzrous Shioud orTurtn* reputed Ku be the acluol bunuJ shroud of Jesus 
oTNaxarelh, showed that Ihe clulh was dated bet wee o AD 1260'1390. suggesting that It 
could not be Dutt of Jesus, who was cruciHed about AD 30. For most people, that settled 
the question' the Shroud was a faht. even ihctugh no am can siiU explain, much less 

duplicate I he front and back, fulhlenglh images, which are photographically negative 
{photography wasn't even inrented vmtil the nineteenth centuiy), superficial (only oq 
the top several iliousancU of an inch of the nbvrs). three'diiriensional (no other picture 
In the world contains true Ihree-dimtDsloual Inforznallonj and physlolc^lcally/ana- 
loinlcally correct (poorly utrilrrslood Ui 11 le IhineetiQi-ruuiteenth centuriesj. 

One could usually count on seeing many articles on the Shroud In religious 
periodicals, especially In Lent. Despite (he fad that there have been five major 
symposia on Uie Shroud suice the C-14 nisuNa (and one to cume in !tomc in 2993), even 
r^lgious periodicals are now virtually ignoring the Shroud. But many eminent 
researchers and scientists, including Utose who actually examined the Shroud In 197S. 
have ej^ressed at these ^mpssta and elsewhere grave reserveations about the C-14 lest. 
They believe that (he tests were performed in such a way as lo cast severe doubts on the 
vulJdiCy of the results, These protests have fallen on deaf ears. The media has given 
very Ullle atr time to (he doubts expressed. Most people seem happy Id put out of their 
mind such an important issue, which deals with no less than the meonlT^ of life. As 
one author writing about the Shroud put it, "Many categorically refuse to notice any 
issue that is nniologlcully important; (hey refuse lu tJiJrik beyond beer, sex, TV, and 
money.” 

Another case associated willi the death uf a famous leader, albeit a secular one, 
has seemingly taken the pla(;e of the Sliroud ••ironically even In ihc religious media: 
the sftsassin&Liort of Prosfdeiu Jnhn F Kennedy. There are eome fascinating 
simt la rides between the two ca&ca. As mentioned, both deal wuh the death (dome might 
use the word "execution') of a lamous leader, EJoih cases have people in powerful or 
exalted positions espousing a view that is contested by groi,ips that do not accept the 
discrepancies, irregulartties. and suppression of evidence emanating from the "oilTcial" 
view. Both cases are hanipered by the decision of the people in posiUons of power, who 
setzD to be aiiaid to let all the data to come out Ui eadt cose. 

In the case of (Ire Shroud, carbon-dal Uig ofAcials. who knew vinually nothing 
about the Shroud and its history {the hitter being erueoalfor proper C'14 testing) and 
who bad never observed the whole cloth first-hand, pronounced that the Shroud was 
definitely medieval, despite the fuel that this data conflicted wiUi over eighty years of 
other scicmiTlc data that suggested Ihot the Shroud la authentic. The labs refused to 
release the raw data from Iheif txpenmenis, normal procedure for all sclenlifie 
experiments, and only released iheir final report, which was not peer-reviewed (i.e.. 
analyzed and critiqued by oilier scteniists—anulher standard procedure in science) and 
left many unenswered questions. 

In the case of JFK. I he ofllclal gov^mineiU posUlon is that Lee Harvey Oswald 
acted alone, despite ihc fad (hut (here ts overwhelming evidence that there was a 
conspiracy. Officials who were not at Ihe scene decided that dozens of people who 
Witnessed the assastsinalion and had testimony thai eonhicled with the ~D(Ticlal" view 

were simply wrung. Many documents pertiUriing (o Ihc assassination were to have been 
sealed unld 2039. Although A hasbeeti reported (hat researchers will get access to some 
of these documents very soon, there has been enough abuse and tampering wllh 
previous evidence lo cause concern about the Uitegrily of tlte remaining documents. It 
has also been reported that any bill passed lo release these documents will get a 
Presidential veto. No surprise (here! 
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Howtver. Icl u$ reinrn (a specific details concerning lUe controversy 
surrciundmp Shroud of Turin. Much douht has been cast upon Oir validity of the C* 
14 results by mntiy researchers and acicnitsis. cspeclelly by a French priest named 
bruno Bom cl *E3*mdrd. whose work appears In a periodical published by his religious 
order, and tlullan authors Omalo PetrosiUo and Emanuella MoimeUl. who published a 
botiK In 1990. The evidence presented by Bonnel Eyciard and Petroslllo/Marirtelll Is 
slartling. It indicAlcs iKal there was an cuormous lack of prufes^luitallsju Ut (lie 

lesung process. Utscrepancies and trregubntJes abound m ihe saga. The Cardinal of 
Turin's srientiAc adviser. Luigi GoneUa. indicated oAer the results (liat he believed that 
an sinll'Cathollc conspiracy had been at work. 'There ore those who speak of a Jewlsh- 
masonic conspiracy.' utiic Pcirosillo and MartncUi. The Vatican Secretariat of Slate 
has reportedly opened a dossier La examine whether such oUegatlons arc true. 

Wliy would the Masons get involved? According (o French author Yves 
Marsaudon. Only Masonry enn resolve the vast problems imposing themselves upon 
man today and which despite irrefutable goodwill neither the organized Churches nor 
political panics are Ql to Lackle," 

Many scholars had expressed Ihc need for caution In interpreting C'I4 results 
on the Shroud, which has been m several fires and exposed to many coniamUianls over 
the years The test, which was perfomed on a miniscule fragmeni of ihe cloth, la 
extremely sensitive, and U doesn't lake much for tlie results lo be cotupleiely 
misleading. Michael Winter, a C-14 specialist, has wntlen. If a dating by Carbon'L4 
cunflrms our theories, we put ihe results In plain view in ihe main (ext; if a ccmiradKls 
(hem. but not entirely, we relegate (he results to footnate; and if the dating coniradicia 
our theories completely, we hide the fact from everyone.*' But tn reality, the errors tn 
some 0*14 cases are well publicized The maga^Uis Science in December 1988 revealed 
(hat some ftoe shells of snails were dated lo 26.000 BP (Before Preseml, Tlie 
geographical periodUr&l Anlardc reported recently that a newly killed seal dated lo 
1.300 BP The Journal Radiocarbon reported that the akin of a 26.000 year old 
mammoth was Judged to be only 5.600 years old. Such errors are not rare. Mot long 
after the Shroud C*14 resulLi. ihc Briush Research Council gave 38 laboratories around 
(he world objects of a known to be lesled. Only 7 lalwnitones achieved results 
deemed acc^lable by the BRC. 

The Jiree labs that performed (he Shroud dating have all recently liad some 
interesting resuUs on other objects. The dirtclor of the laboratory of Zurich. 
Switzerland had attempted lo date the linen handkerchief of his mother* in*law. 
Although the handkerchief wns about SOycors oM. the C-14 results indicated an age of 
390 years. The fjulL of detergents’* was the explanation. The Tucson laboratory dated a 
Viking horn Lo the year 2006 AD (that’s right—we haven't reached It yet), in 1991. the 
Oxford lab (England) was asked to date ancient rock painting by South African 
bushmen. Their results eAtlmsted ihe rock to be 1.200 year old. but they were 
dumbfounded when a grandmother named Joan Ahrens said ahe had painted them U 
years previcusly, 

h seemed Lhal the C*14 lest was lo be only be one lest. Inserted into a context of 
multi*disciplinary examination. The Shroud had already been subjected lo various 
tests, with muU.s suggesting that the Shroud dated to the time of Jesus. PoUen analysis 
showed ihai the cloth had been in Palestine nixl Italy and including all ihe places m 

The Cardinal of Turin's sclentiiic adviser, Luigi Gonella, 
indicated after the results that he believed that an anti- 
Catholic conspiracy had been at work. 
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between where iradlUon maintains that the cloth once was. The late Pr. Pranris PUas. 
a prolessor at Loyola Uruversay in Chicago, hatl found esnbence of the impnm ot coins 
placed over the eyes of the man In the Shroud, a practice known to have cxiatcd at the 
Ume of Jesus. The Imprints of the coins match coins mmied by Pontius Filale, who 
reigned In Palestine Irom 26-OG AD. Jesus is bcUcved lo hare been ciurUleiJ Ui 30 or 33 
AD. Traces of aragonite, a rare mineral present in the grottoes of Jerusalem, has been 
found. There are uacea of hemoglobin; the coagulating blood had been Inlcmjpled 
without the stains being altered and before the decaying process started. With such 
scientific results, ihe Shroud of Turin Research Project (STURPJ. a group of 40 
American sclenilsls. presented in 1984 to Cardinal Ballcstrero of Turin a new plan of 
research, called Phase ll. in Phase fl. the STURP team proposed to see answem lo 85 
questions related lo the rormalion of the image (still a complete mystery to this day). Us 
preservallon and Us authenllctty. 

A blUer struggle began at this point. According to Bonnet'Eymard and 
PelrasQlo/MarlneUt. the setenttsts who eventually carbon dated the Shroud, had the 
objective of preventing any lnler*dlsc]pUnary research and lo base the verdict of 
authenttcUy on C'i4 alone. The lests wotJd be conducted with as lUlle Imput as 
possible froTT) the Turin archdiocese and the PonuOcal Academy of sciences, the Pope's 
advising body on scientific matters. Two men who were allegedly key figures in this 
saga were the Episcopalian priest David Sox and C-14 scientist Harry Gove. 

Sot. who hod been s«eretory of the British Society for the Turin Shroud, hod for 
years been urging C-14 for the Shroud. Beginning in 1976 he had contacted a number of 
labors tones aud interested them in being Involved In a dallng of the Sliraud. Ui 1977 
he contacted Harry Gove, one of the pioneers of C-14 dating. Cove then contacted two 
Oxford scieniists. Robert Kedge.a and Edward Hall, These two would be the men who 
would present the results obtained by the three laboratories to a press conference on 14 
October 1983. Along with them. Michael Tite. director of London's British Museum, 
which was the sole coordinating Institution and "guarantor" of the results. On the 
blackboard behind them, the results were written with a large exclamation point 
following. According to the authors, this behavior shenved n lack of impartIdUty and 
scientific DCLitraUty. 

Sox. who resigned frooi the British Society for the Turin Shroud in January 
1981 after staling his belief that the Shroud was a patntir^. based on the opinions oi 
Chicago niicruscopisi Walter McCrone. whose work was contested by tJie STURP group. 
Although the test^g was lo be performed in secret, Sox managed to get In 10 the Zurich 
lab with a BBC television crew to watch and film various phases of (he test. A book by 
Sax. The Shroud UnmasketL Uncovering the Greatest Forgery of AU Ttme was ready 
for release long before (he results of the test were even made public. Gonella. 
BaHestrero's adviser, would say. "1 reatiaed only at the end of the (eats there was a 

veritable radiO'«arbon tdoAs.'' 

Harry Gove appeared at the Radio* Carbon Congress of Dubruvnlk in June 1968 
and presented himself os "(he principal spokesman and coordinator for the dating'Of 
(he Shroud," In fact, (here had been an on*goUig dL<9pute between Gove and Canella for 
some lime. In 1966, Gove had confided to Carlos Chagas, president of the Ponllfical 
Academy of Sciences, that GoneUa did not respect him. Shortly before that, Gosre had 
declared thai if STURP, which had proposed the program of lAlerdisclplInary research, 
was allowed lo ponicipate. he would puU out. 

(n the preparatory meetings held In June 1986. Gove had proposed (hat Sox be 
present along svith the directors of the laboratories that would be chosen to do the 
testing. Gonetla. who prefeired (hat STURP participate In the testing, wrote a private 
letter to Chagas. Another oillcJa) id the Pontifical Academy of Sciences saw the letter 
and revealed the contents to Cove: the letter was even published in Sox’s book, In the 
letter. Conella accused Gove trying (o obtain funds from the Nauonaf Science 
Poufidation and wanted to present himself as the leader of the laboratories (which at 
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Ibe lime was going (o tncluda Gove's Rocbester lab) to increase (he prestige of his lab. 
prom (ha( time on. there were two ’'campa". one led by Oovc and Chagns. (he other by 
Cone I la and STUKP Itic former seemed to prevail. aUhough Gonella managed to get 
Gove's lab removed from the testing. Not lo be outdone. Gove managed to get himself 
uivUed to the Tucson lab for opurvation of the testing there. 

Ah hough there are two types ofC-U tests, one being (Hderand more proven, the 
three labcmtorira chosen all use the newer and more suspect AMS method. Since Ihe 
sample was also taken from cn)y one suspecl area of the cloth laaiead of fnm several 
places as recommended, ihe notion of independent tests, essential to a rigid sdenthlc 
methodology, being performed Is absurd. One simply lias I sample being tested 3 times 
undei surulur cuiidhions. 

So why did Gonella. though hostile to Cove and favorable lo nudU'discipUnary 
testing and who had authortiy lo accept or r^ect procedures, accept such conditions? At 
a Shroud symposium in May 1969.

Edward Hal), director of the Oxford lab, said in an interview in 
1989. T certainly did not beleve that the Shroud was the bunal cloth of Chrlsl' and 
added that he did not know uheiher the blood on the linen was that of a man or a pig. 
And although lo this day. llie Unage* format ion process on the Shroud is a mystery, flail 
states ihat it’s not an Important question in li^t of the fact thot the results show it lo 
be medieval. What kind of scenttsi Is H that Is saUsHed while mejor questions are stlU 
unanswered? 

Ttie tests to date the Shroud were supposed to be *^imd* tests; the Shroud 
samples along with control cloth samples (dales of which were known by the 
auihorlticft but not supposed to be known the labs) were lo have been prepared In such 
a way lo avoid lampering or ea:hanges and to hisute the trustworthiness of the dating. 
Qut the sole overseer of the whole opersUon. Michael Ttte of the British Museum 
Informed the labs of the dotes of (he "control ' samples. In addition, the representattves 
of the lobomlones had been able (o see the Shroud, which has a very unusual weave, 
during the cutting of (he samples in Turin. 'They did not trust (he cardinal and s whole 
group of them came to Turin." Gonella would say later. They were easily able to Identi^r 
the Shroud sample when u came time for the testing.

Although there are no immcdlale plans for another round of lestit^. It seems cenam 
that the Vatican does not consider the case closed.

Although they are sporadic and brief, docucxwnu revealed m a recent FOIA release 
10 the editor. Kenn Thomas. Indicate many details about the tragic Onal months of Dc. 
WiJhelm Reich, who was sentenced to two years In federal prison and died tn Lrwlsbu^. 
Penn^lvarJa Federal Penitentiary on Sunday. Newember 3rd. 1957. Kenn pa^ed them 
on to me and asked for a report. 

Dr. Retell had been ordered by the FDA and federal courts to cease disuibuilon of 
hU medical device, (he orgone accumulator. When an assistant. Or. Michael Slhrert. 
transported the devices across slate lines, he and Reich were charged with the violation 
of the coiiit Injunction. Unbelievably, the 59 )‘ear-otd acieoUai. raacarcher, and teacher 
was sentenced to (wo yeani and. as with many people his age. this proved to be a death 
sentence. 

Upot senieTice recommendations. Retch was ordered lo undergo psychiatric 
counseling, mostly to determine whether he knew the dtfTerence between right and 
wrong. At (hat time, there was a gexieral agreement that Reich auflered from 'paranoid 
schizophrenia" among professionals in the medical and psychiatric conun unities. 
They felt conalratned to aay that this assumption was 'not based on personal 
observation.* u is an Idea that somehow lound its way into early governmental 
assessmenta of Reich as s national securny risk. It was repealed in subsequent 
docutnenta ITils diagnosis can be traced back to a rumor begun by Otto Fenlchel, a co* 
worker of Reieb's. In Europe. The diagnosis, based on a persoruU animosity rather than 
on therapeutic treaimenis. was conhnned by the prison psychiatrists, who reported in 
their evaluation: In his discussions he unraveled a rather intricate and somewhat 
logical aysiem of peraeculory trends, parllcularty regarding the Rockefeller Fourulatloa 
which made me a tool of ILa socio'cconomic interpersunal relations'." 

By the way. in layman's terms, one of ihe symptoms of schizophrenia la hearing 
voices in your head. Schizophrenics can be the moot outwardly "cra^y" people. However, 
the doctore claimed that "Reich gave no concrete evidence of being mentally 
incompetent." However, "it la felt that Reich could easily have a frank break with 
reality, and become p^choUc. particularly if the atreaaea and errvtjonmental presaurea 
become overwbelml^." 

Reich's parole ofTlcer commented that he had an "unusually keen interest In 
getting an earfy release." QVe been in federal prisons, and H's fUled with aucb pe^te. so 
what did the officer mean by "unusually keenTI Reich went so far as to irutlate an 
executive clemency hearing with PrtaldeiU Elsenhower. The parole ofUcer. Frank 
Walker. Jr., reported (hat ‘Reich went on to stale (hat he was the victim of sn 
Internationa] conspiracy and that ts why he was sent here... that his situation was 
unique and dlfferenl bwause the fate of the planet was involved.'' Reich s appeals for 

esr^ rd«aa< were denied. 'Huxt line of reusonl^ didoH g«l torn anywhere, either, when 1 

was involved in anti •nuclear demonstrauons. 

Reich openly auspecied a conspiracy of "Hoodlums In Oewemment" IHigai) had 
been behtid the decade-long. mulu-mUllon dollar prosecution. Indeed, hla own 
peraonal lawyer, Peter Mills, turned up on the prosecution team, and much of (he 
evidence provided the FDA failed lo lake Into account Reich's experimental protocol 

1 have carefully observed the methods of deatrucUon of the moral fabric of 
society by Staiinlte murderers by proxy." Reich wrote In a letter to his third wife. 
Aurora Raner. My sense la that Reich wasn't lalktng about a Uieral cabal of commies so 
much as a loosely organized but coordinated attack on free sexual and emotional 
expreasion. lo his therapeutic work. Reich was fond Of extremely concrete metaphora 
(such as ''character annor" lo describe physical attitudes of emotional withholding. To 
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describe the buieaucrstlc assault up^ his work he seems lo have drawn oti his own 
recent expenence with (he Stalinist left m Europe. Prison ofTicials derided Reich's 
marital status (common Uw) and his ^ews on compulsory sexual znorellty. "Since the 
defendant does not believe In marriage as an Institution, he has never developed any 
strong home Ues. Where he lives Is mostly a matter of convenience to the defendant and 
if he has any sentlmenlal attachments they arc not connected with the home as an 
UistUuLlon,'' reads Reich's "Prison ClasslUcatlon Study.“ 

'Our marriage, love and oneness have already become viddy known as a model of 
clean living as against the usual fUth." Reich wrote, as If he was responding to that In a 
letter to Aurora from Lewtsburg. 

Atlcf Relch'e dcdth^ Aurora requested (oforroatlon about s packet of unsenl 

Idlers that Retch wanted published after his death. "You inay one day read that (Not 
Scot) lelier /blank line: erased/ . .large publishing house my "Silent Obaerver or 
'Creation '* The 3rd VuUime of the History of Orgonorc^ This volume Is nearly 
completely conceived and constructed 'This reference. found In Relch'a letter lo Aurora 
dai^ Sept. 16tb. 1957, apparently refers to the mysterious book Reich mentioned 
havuig written while in Jail. Tliis manuscript has never turned up. If It exists. It would 
roniple.te a trilogy wllh 7Tu» Orenor E*7V’r(fTW»nf and Caniort With 5ipoep. Reich sent It lo 
the Department U Education, to be forwarded to Aurora, where she worked. 

Reich aod those around him had developed an elaborate conspiracy theory 
Involving leftists, govemmeni omdals. Stalinist spies, and social moralists. He called 
them the Emotional Plague, signifying the contagious nalum of (he aftlktlou. 

Ihus he was suspicious when two volumes of spccial^'prepared defense bnds, 
called Vol TV and V of the Suppressed and Secret Evidence" was sent to hbn In prison 
with different colored binding and 'handwriting that is famllisr to me but which 1 
cannot Identify' on one of the covers. Reich seemed to have beUeved that someone 
puUed a switch on him. 

After Retrh's death, Aurora's lawyer wrote to the Warden at Lewisburg in an effort 
to obtain the missing manuscript, as well as lo mention that on her last visit, Reich 
menUoned "liiat he bad a&ked for aspirin and had been given two pink pills instead, —i 
wondered whether you would permit us access lo the prisoa hospital and dispensary 
record concerning the decedent.' Irt the margins of the letter In the records, the Warden 
pencilled "NO.* 

The autopsy revealed damage lo the heart (Reich had previously suffered a heart 
attack but was in good health when sent to pnsoal However, the stomach contents were 
not analyzed, because of lack of fscUitles to do so." In any event, Reich's immediate 
family. In this case. hJs daughter Eva. had not even request^ an autopsy, believing, as 
she slated to ihc coroner, lhat her father "had died of a broken heart.' The prison. In 
fad ordered the autopsy. 

It might be easy to read into some of these fads explanations of a eonaplralorlaJ 
nature, but It seems (o me to be more important to look at the wider social realities of 
America in the 1950s, a big Gulag where free thlnkera led short and nasty lives. Reich's 
Jailers didn't seem to have a clue about Iheir famous charge, as evidenc^ by a copy of 
True magazine's expose called 'The Marvelous Sex Box' fried dutifully in Reich's 
background papers. 

The Warden himself, before he tired of Reich's numerous requests for an audience, 
reported about one such session. "He is difficult to follow In hla stalrmrnls. but 
generally he feels that Ihere Is s subveniive group operating in our country that rail 
road people like himself to prison Lo gel them out of the way. He pledges to devout [sic] 
hb life to uncover this subversive force and he prefers to use great secrecy here in (he 
inalKuitun and b not willing lo deal with anyone but the Warden. Claims there are 
others here in the same position as he b in and he will confer with me from time to time 
ifl wUl listen lo him." Tome, thb Kcourtt lacks some of the subtlety of Retch's 

Retch's Jailers didn't seem to have a clue about their &inous 
charge, as e^deuced a copy of TVue magarine's expose called 
"The ftftareelous Sex Box^' filed dutliully in Reich's background 
papers.

unbearable we^ht. 

To Reverend Sltber. Protestant minister. Reich wrote in a bandwntien ‘Inmate 
Request to Staff Member”; 

T am burdened by a oonfUct between the nllonal necessity 
to fight for my freedom from unlau’/ul unprtsonment by 
removing ImLionail obataclea in the way tCFward ^eedom here 
and the danger of faJUng prey to Tiuyiog” my freedom by 
concessions (o political pressure. The larders are not sharp. 

As a free man. I refuse lo yield under pressure what 1 would 
gladly give under conditions of responsible freedom. As the 
central object of an international conspiracy and foreign 
espionage. I must succeed in tackling the abuse oj hunum 
personal rdaiions by poUHcal highway robbers. The case of 
this IwBvcrtng?| demonstrates clearly the insrfec live ness of 
the routine security measures. The meUiodology used by (he 
Devil to deceive due. bona Ode aulborlty are unknown, 
therefore unchallenged. We arc faced with (he task of. instead

Oanny Casolaro mighl noi have been (he centra] figure tii the ret) story behind 
life mctlia Alwh accompanying tds death in • hotel roan In Martlnaburg, West VlrgtrUa 
on August 10. 1091. Caaolaro was not an investigative reporter. He was more a 
novtUat (The Ice Ktr^ and a poet, a ‘aenaiHvr" type who had some o^cnerKe wruizig for 
lablolda and news servtcea. He had more cre^ntiija as the publ^er of a computer 
industry PR organ {Computer Apd than as an investigator Moreover. hi$ sad fate may 
have b^n more the resuK of a factional nA In the intelligence comoiitntty than of any 
impertdix^ fieitonalized acceuni of the Octopus atoty he would have wrUten. 

Police found Caaolam's body atop a razor blade lo the tub with deep gashes in 
Lhe wrists. His previous admonition to hta brother to rtot believe any ''accidents'' that 
might !jappen to him belled a terse and ungranmatica] "suicide'' note. Ibe body was 
mystenoualy embalmed wiihout the famUy's peonisaion before the autopsy. eUmlnailng 
any chance of discovering poisons. The aUto-familUr pattern, of course, brings lo mind 
Ute dictum that if They control the coroner. They control the dty. Two veritable MlBs 
even attended Casolaro'a funeral, one in a light 'Colored overcoat and another dressed as 
a soldier. 

Moat of CaaoMre's notes and hia manuscript have disappeared, too, naturally. 
The only information svaiUble to an interested reader comes frocn frteruia. family and 
reporters who pieced It sU H together ex post facto, most notabty James Ridgeway and 
Doug Vaughan of voiape Vo^ Apparently the tentacles of Caaotare's Ociopua reached 
out irom a sinall body of Olumlnau. a half*dozen or so consplratortal cognoscenti. They 
tiave reached out lo the October Surprise. BCCI. the Savings and Loan scandals and 
Iran* Contra. Ridgeway and Vaughan keep the door open to the possibility that Casolaro 
did indeed commit sutcide and they assure Voice readers tliat the niumlnati definitely 
do not cdst. 

OCTOPUS SURPRISE 

the central figure In the Casolaro story might be Michael Riconoscuito. the 
lechno*wizard who first let on about Justice Department head Ed Meese giving his 
buddy Earl Brian a software prognuo called fTorrUs In cuhange for Brtan transporting 
forty tnlUlon dollars to Iran as pak of the October Surprise deal. Brian appartsitb made 
a fortune bootlegging and selling f¥omts tntematlonaliy to police sgertcies. Promts 
Hacks legal cases through various prosecutors' ofTtes. This October Surprise 
connection breught the story to the attention of the media. October Suiprtae. of course, 
la the catch phrase for the 1980 Reagan*Bush campaign's sReged payolT to the 
Khomeini regUm to delay the release of American hostages in Iran and thereby steal the 
election from Jirrsny Carter, Hie Promts soAware. produced by a Washington Orm 
called Inalaw. co-owned by St. Louisans Dill and Nancy Hamdtoa. was sold for six 
mUUon doUsrs to the Justice Department for the department's exclusive use. The 
Hamlltona have engaged the services of Watergate attorney EUot Richardson to continue 
that legal battle. 

Riconoscuito now alts in a Jail In l^coma. Washington for manulactujlng and 
selling drugs. Police busted him in Apm 1991 after proridJng testimcHiy that he 



modilled Promis so ihe U. S, could have "back doof^ access lo ihe Inlelllgenee Ales of 
their Illegal cuatoroers. police agencies Uke the MoutUles in Canada. Rlconoscullo also 
claims to have been in on the Oeluber Surprise funds transfer with Carl Brian while 
both worked for Wackenhui» a securtty group that had WiUiam Casey as counsel. 
RJdgev^ and Vaughan trace Rkronosculio's misadventures with the law back to police 
surveillance In 1966 that led to a 1973 bust for manufacturing psychedelics. Since 
childhood. Riconoscuho had been adept at electronics to the extenl that as a teenager 
he worked as a research assistant in a laser lab and with a Nobel laureate. 

Riconosciilto adds to hks list of accomplishments the development and 
manufaciure of v^ a po n s technology. Including see-iD-ihe-dark goggles de'Slgned for the 
Contras, chemical and biological weapons, and a way to convert an ordinal orploslve 
Into an atomic bomb and air into fuel. Much of this was done, according to 
Rlconoscutto. as Joint development projects with Wackenhut. a private security Ann 
called Coral Gables and the Cabazon inbe of Native Americans In Riverside County. 
California, from whose sovereign reservation this technology was created for export. 
*ntat sovereignty allowed the Cabasons to open mcgabuck gambling faciUUes. Casotaro 
planned a visR to the reservauem at the thnr of his death. 

QUICK AND THE DEAD 

Reporters for the San Francisco Chronicle Jonathan Ultman and Michael Tsylor 
have wrttieD al length about Rlconosculto’s link to a series ol strange murders among 
the Cabazons. Sorneone named Paul Morasca, who had been in on Rtconoacuito's high* 
lech deals with the Cabazons. was four>d brutally hog*ued and strangled. Riconoacutto 
admitted finding the body s day before the police and reporting li only to the Cabasons’ 
non^naiive admmiairator. John PhiUip Nichols. ShorOy ihereaAer an elderly school 
teacher named Mary Quick was mur^xed In what Rlconosculto later claimed was a 
robbery connected lo his machlnaUona with the Cabazons: Quick's body was mlasirtg s 
super secret ATM card that she was to pass on to him.

And The 
RosweU fncident came out Ui 1960 and when BUI Moore was promoting that he met 
some Atr Force insiders ar>d tn 1964 at the end of (he year a roll caf fUm shovred up at 
another colleague's house, Jakoe Shanders, and 00 the roll of Qkn were eight pages of a 
lop secret, eyes only, "Magw* brtehng (or PresidcA(-elect Elsenhower dated November 
16, 1952. There was a Ust of attachments, only one of them, sUarhment A, was there 
and rd give my led arm for (he rest of them.

1 did a lot of checking and (here was (00 much good stufT in then. There was 
name Kke General Robert Montague, who very lew people had ever heard of but we had 
noted that he was introduced to the Secretary of War in the second week of July in 
1947 . And be was tiamed the bead of a apecla) group In a base in New Mexico 
right around this ttme. Thai’s not the kind of name a hoaicter would pick up on 
and there were several olhcri. 

Anyway. ( had to get permiaskm from three dtfTenmi people 10 look at Menzel’a 
(lies. All (he members of Ihls group were dead by the time we goi (be document. 
Inleresilngly. the last survivor died only two months bcToiT the document arrived I 
don’t know whether you can say that that's convenient negatively or positively, but. 
anyway. I got pcrml^lon. ( went to the Harvard archtvea, discovered much to my 
surprise, because 1 didn't like Dr Menzel when he was alive, such a debunker we don't 
need. I discovered that he led a double life Oh sure, be was a Kaivard pnafessor of 
astronomy and be led eclipse expeditions and he served on various ccnvnJltecs and he 
debunked UFOs.

Jaeqaes Vallce meatlons Dod 
kfeosers role tn disrupting the organisod efforts to form UFO study froops in the 
Soviet Union, althoogb he doesn't sckacrvledge yov research... 

A: You know, oue of the many interesting things about Menxel was that in his 1953 
book, his Ant book on UFOa. was translated into Russtao. and because It was favorably 
revurwed tn both the Soviet Unkm and (he United Stales, m the United SUtes by Dr. J. 
Allen Hynek. who was the Air force consultant on UFOs. Il effectively kept (wo groups 
of scientists, Americans and Russiana. from sertoiisly looking at UFOs. Because, after 
all. Mcnoel had spoken. How much higher can you get on the loian pole than Harvard? 
National Acadeir^ of ^lencca and all thai sort of siuIT. 

So (hose findings. I believe, art very mportanl. totally unesrpected. certainly 1 
dldnt know...some people have accused 8iU Moon of faking the document. 1 gusrantee 
he didn’t know about Menzefs background either. Some people have suggested that, 
well, anybody could have just gone in to the library and found that. Well, it isn'l true.

In the 
late 60s. Ar^ooe who might have gotten intertsled tn UTOa would have turned to the 
two experts at that time, two astronomers. I don’t know why people want to link 
astronomy and UFOs. Certainly astronomere aren’t competeol to talk about intersteUar 
travel, tectuwlogy and mouvauco...areas in which Ihey are always sounding off. But

Recently, no doubt In response lo the can d tnlllUiy/indusinaJ/CIA worms reopened by 
director Oliver Stone's movie JFK Jack Anderson has deckled to take hla show on the road. On April

Livingstone also deserves credit as the 
only visible critic at the Joumoi qf the 
American Medical Association press 
conference.

This is conspiracy 
macho, with Zirbel presenting the 
Johnson-did-li theory as the bully on 
the playground What could the author, 
a co'paneltat at (he opening press 

conference in Chicago, made of co- 
panelist Dick Gregory's suggestion that 
Johnson's death. cendng weeks after his 
statement of belief in a conspiracy to 
CBS. may have been connected (o 
JFK's, like RFK'a and many 
eyewitnesses.

John Keel contributes the 
introduction, again deriding the 
RLsjoniy of ufologists aa pom •obsessed 
Uliuerstes. Strangely, in addition to 
disagreeing with Keel's assessment 
about the sloe of the UFO community. 
Pveixedo accepts as credible much of 
what one assumes Keel would reject: 
UH GeUer. BiHy Meier. UMMO and even 
Oie Shaver mystery. He also mentions 
Jttu Jones as a possible contactee. a 
suggestion that bears more discussion 
and research.

Jackson admits, tn the 
apologia tbat opens the book, to 
relesa^ an incomplete work. tfUnd the 
need to dlasenunate such Important 
information as quickly as posait^. as 
well as lack of adequate financial 
resources (the one intlaiin^ constant In 
the life of any indcperxSant researcher} 
as reasons for doing so. If his booklet Is 
more confirsing than enJighienlr^ at 
times. It s hardly his biuh. as tryir^ to 
solve the AIDS mystery Is one of the 
most frustrallng. exasperating tasks 
anyone ean undertake.
